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INSTRUCTIONS FOR BREATHING EXERCISE 

(Referred to on record or cassette as (CARD) 

Begin by sitting in any comfortable chair with the body and head in a straight, upright position. Shoulders back. 

BEGIN CYCLE 1 

1. Place the right ball of your thumb under the opening of the right nostril blocking it completely. Inhale through 
the left nostril allowing the stomach to expand, thus filling the lungs with fresh air. The inhale is timed to the 
count of 4. 

2. After the count of 4 stop inhaling and hold your breath for the count of 8. During the count of 8 you are to 
remove the ball of the thumb from the right nostril and block the left nostril. Once the count of 8 has been com¬ 
pleted, exhale through the right nostril to the count of 4 pulling in the stomach, forcing all of the old air out of 
the lungs. 

3. Keeping the left nostril blocked with your thumb, breathe in again through the right nostril, once again expan¬ 
ding the stomach allowing the lungs to fill, once again, to the count of 4. 

4. Hold your breath for the count of 8 shifting the thumb over to the right nostril. Then exhale, pulling in the 
stomach and chest for the count of 4. 

This completes one full cycle. Continue to do so for 3 more cycles as timed on the record or cassette.

Once you have finished the breathing exercise, close your eyes and drop your head down so that your chin is 
touching the upper part of your chest. On the count of 1 begin to rotate your head slowly, clockwise, 4 times 
following my count. Pretend your neck is like a ball bearing allowing your head to smoothly rotate, loosening all 
muscles in your neck. Do not move the shoulders, just the neck. 

At first you may experience crackling of the neck. In time, this will subside. 

After the count of 4 reverse direction and rotate your head counterclockwise, again 4 times to my count. 

This being completed, you have replaced old, stale air from your lungs with new vitalizing fresh air. Combined 
with the head roll exercise this places you in a mentally and physically relaxed state.

THE BURGESS METHOD

The following is supplementary information clarifying questions you may have about THE BURGESS
